NOTES  TO  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

1.  Accounting 

The  accounts  of  the  Province  are  maintained  on  a cash  basis  whereby  revenues  are  taken 
into  the  accounts  in  the  fiscal  period  in  which  they  are  received  and  expenditures  are  charged 
when  the  actual  payments  are  made.  The  financial  statements  reflect  this  cash-basis  account- 
ing but  with  two  major  modifications: 

(1)  Moneys  received  in  April  of  the  next  following  year  pertaining  to  cost-sharing  pro- 
grammes with  other  governments  (principally  the  Government  of  Canada)  and  for 
which  the  relative  programme  expenditures  have  been  charged  to  the  current  year,  are 
included  in  revenues  and  shown  as  accounts  receivable  in  the  statement  of  assets  and 
liabilities. 

(2)  Accounts  payable  at  March  31  for  which  cheques  are  issued  during  April  of  the  next 
following  year  are  included  in  current-year  expenditures  and  are  shown  as  accounts 
payable  in  the  statement  of  assets  and  liabilities. 

Taxes  and  other  accounts  receivable  are  shown  as  assets  for  record  purposes  only  through 
credits  to  Capital  Surplus  Account.  These  accounts  are  not  included  in  revenue  until  received 
in  cash. 

The  interest  of  the  Province  in  its  Crown  corporations  is  shown  in  the  financial  statements 
only  to  the  extent  of  the  amounts  actually  invested  in  or  advanced  to  them;  thus  accumulated 
earnings  (or  deficits)  of  these  organizations  are  not  reflected  therein.  Financial  statements  of 
Crown  corporations  and  other  Government  agencies  are  presented  in  Section  F of  this  report. 

2.  Loans  and  advances 

These  are  carried  as  assets  at  book  value  (net  of  reserves  in  certain  cases),  as  the  amount 
of  their  ultimate  realization  cannot  be  determined  at  this  date. 

3.  Unmatured  debt 

In  addition  to  providing  for  the  redemption  of  all  unmatured  debt  as  it  falls  due  (as 
indicated  on  the  statement  of  assets  and  liabilities),  sinking  funds  provide  for  the  payment  of 
all  interest  thereon. 

4.  Commitments 

No  provision  is  made  in  the  accounts  for  commitments  under  construction  or  other  con- 
tracts in  force  at  the  year-end.  Such  future  expenditures  are  charged  to  appropriations  in  the 
years  in  which  the  work  or  service  is  performed. 


5.  Appropriation  of  Revenue  Surplus  Account 

The  Accelerated  Park  Development  Fund  Amendment  Act , 1974  received  Royal  Assent 
on  June  20,  1974.  The  purpose  of  this  Act  was  to  appropriate  $5,000,000  to  be  added  to  the 
Fund  at  March  31,  1974.  This  transaction  is  not  recorded  in  the  Financial  Statements  at 
March  31,  1974,  but  was  given  effect  to  as  at  April  1,  1974.

Note  1.  Land  and  buildings  are  recorded  at  cost.  During  the  current  fiscal  year,  $597,938 
was  transferred  by  management  to  land  from  buildings. 

Note  2.  During  the  year,  British  Columbia  Harbours  Board  announced  that  land  acquired 
and  held  for  industrial  development  would  be  kept  in  agricultural  use.  Prior  to  this  change  in 
policy  the  cost  of  improvements  (mostly  dwellings  and  farm  buildings)  was  considered  inciden- 
tal to  the  cost  of  land  and  was  not  depreciated.  With  the  change  in  policy,  depreciation  has 
been  provided  during  the  year  ended  March  31,  1974,  on  all  depreciable  assets  computed  at  10 
per  cent  of  the  diminishing  balance. 

Note  3.  By  agreement  between  the  British  Columbia  Harbours  Board  and  the  users  of  its 
depreciable  railway  facilities,  the  users  are  responsible  for  renewing  and  replacing  trackage 
as  required  and  also,  in  case  of  abandonment,  compensating  the  Board  in  full  for  sections 
abandoned;  accordingly  no  provision  for  depreciation  has  been  made  in  respect  of  railway 
facilities.  The  railway  is  valued  at  cost,  with  the  exception  of  a current  year  addition  to  the 
right-of-way  valued  by  management  at  $1,277,000. 

Note  4.  During  the  period  July  1,  1973,  to  March  31,  1974,  the  Board  was  required  to  pay 
6 per  cent  interest  on  advances  outstanding  to  the  Province  of  British  Columbia.  Commencing 
April  1,  1974,  interest  is  to  be  computed  at  the  prime  bank  interest  rate.

NOTES  TO  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS  AS  AT  31  MARCH  1974 


Note  1 — Summary  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies: 

The  accounting  policies  of  B.C.  Hydro  conform  to  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  for  public  utilities.  A description 
of  significant  accounting  policies  follows. 

Plant  and  depreciation  - 

The  cost  of  plant  financed  by  contributions  arising  from  the  Columbia  River  Treaty  and  by  contributions  in  aid  of  construction, 
which  include  grants  for  rural  electrification  from  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  and  amounts  paid  by 
customers  towards  construction  of  plant,  is  included  in  property  account.  Contributions  arising  from  the  Columbia  River  Treaty 
are  being  amortized  over  the  remaining  term  of  the  treaty.  Contributions  in  aid  of  construction  are  being  amortized  over  the 
estimated  service  lives  of  the  related  assets.  In  both  cases,  the  credit  resulting  from  amortization  of  the  contributions  is  offset 
against  provision  for  depreciation. 

Consistent  with  the  accounting  practice  adopted  in  1968,  the  construction  costs  of  the  dam,  powerhouse  and  other  common 
property  relating  to  the  Peace  River  Project  are  being  transferred  to  plant  in  service  by  instalments  proportionate  to  the  number 
of  completed  and  operational  generating  units  in  relation  to  the  ten  units  presently  contemplated.  The  transfers  are  to  be 
completed  not  later  than  31  March  1976.  By  31  March  1974,  eight  generating  units  were  in  service  and  consequently  80%  of 
the  cost  of  the  dam,  powerhouse  and  other  common  property  had  been  transferred  to  plant  in  service.  The  amount  not  yet 
transferred  to  plant  in  service  is  included  in  deferred  costs  under  property  account 

The  difference  of  $89,624,500  as  at  31  March  1974  between  construction  costs  associated  with  the  three  Columbia  River 
Treaty  storage  projects  and  the  total  contributions  arising  from  the  Columbia  River  Treaty  is  considered  to  relate  to  the  future 
generation  of  power  at  the  Mica  damsite  on  the  Columbia  River  and  has  also  been  included  in  deferred  costs  under  property 
account.  These  costs  will  be  transferred  to  plant  in  service  as  the  Mica  generating  plant  becomes  operational. 

B.C.  Hydro  charges  interest  to  these  deferred  costs  and  to  plant  under  construction  at  rates  equivalent  to  the  cost  of  borrow- 
ing funds. 

The  depreciation  policy  of  B.C.  Hydro  is  to  allocate  the  original  cost  of  plant  to  operations  at  uniform  rates  over  the  estimated 
service  lives  of  the  assets.  Depreciation  is  provided  during  the  year  on  all  depreciable  assets  in  service  at  the  beginning  of  each 
year  and  is  computed  on  the  straight-line  method. 

Unamortized  discount  and  expense  on  debt  - 

These  costs  are  amortized  by  charges  to  expense  over  the  original  life  of  the  respective  issues.

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Note  3 — Guarantee  by  Province  of  British  Columbia: 

The  Government  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  has  unconditionally  guaranteed  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  long-term 
debt  and  parity  development  bonds. 


Note  4 - Reserve  for  insurance: 

In  1969,  B.C.  Hydro  adopted  a policy  of  self-insurance  on  plant  and  equipment  and  for  general  liability.  An  insurance  reserve  is 
being  accumulated  by  annual  charges  to  operations  commensurate  with  the  current  cost  of  insurance. 

Insurance  coverage  has  been  purchased  for  major  projects  under  construction  and  for  buses,  trolley  coaches  and  service  vehicles. 
Fire  insurance  coverage  is  also  maintained  on  certain  plant  and  equipment  to  comply  with  trust  deed  requirements. 

Note  5 — Reserve  for  stabilization  of  rates: 

This  reserve  is  available  to  delay  or  minimize  upward  adjustments  in  electric  and  gas  rates  that  might  otherwise  be  necessary  to 
cover  short-term  losses  in  operations.

Employees  of  B.C.  Hydro  are  covered  under  contributory  pension  plans,  and  provisions  are  being  made  for  current  services 
according  to  the  requirements  of  the  various  plans.  Provision  has  been  made  for  all  past  service  costs  under  these  plans  with 
the  exception  of  those  relating  to  a contributory  plan  introduced  effective  1 January  1965.  B.C.  Hydro  is  funding  the  estimated 
past  service  costs  of  this  plan  by  annual  payments  of  $393,800  over  a fifteen-year  period  which  commenced  1 April  1967.

Purchase  commitments  and  contracts  of  B.C.  Hydro  for  capital  projects  aggregated  approximately  $290,000,000  as  at

1.  INCORPORATION 

The  British  Columbia  Petroleum  Corporation  was  incorporated  1st 
November  1973  under  the  authorization  of  the  Petroleum  Corporation 
Act. 


2.  AGREEMENT  BETWEEN  WESTCOAST  TRANSMISSION  COMPANY  LIMITED  and  BRITISH 
COLUMBIA  PETROLEUM  CORPORATION 

In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  an  agreement  effective  1st  November 
1973  - 

a.  The  Corporation  sells  natural  gas  to  Westcoast  Transmission 
Company  Limited  at  a price  equal  to  Westcoast' s gross 
operating  revenues  less  total  cost  of  service  of  the 
utility  system.  The  cost  of  service  includes  a 9%7o  annual 
rate  of  return  on  the  net  rate  base. 

b.  Gas  purchase  contracts  were  assigned  to  the  Corporation. 

c.  The  Corporation  rnay  from  time  to  time  during  the  term  of  the 
agreement  and  within  two  years  after  the  termination  thereof 
examine  the  records  and  accounts  of  Westcoast  for  the  purpose 
of  reviewing  the  calculation  of  the  cost  of  service. 


3 .  EXTRAORDINARY  ITEM 

Under  the  terms  of  the  novation  agreements  between  British  Columbia 
Petroleum  Corporation  and  natural  gas  producers,  the  Corporation  agrees 
to  pay  the  Provincial  royalties  levied  on  gas  produced  subsequent  to 
14th  November  1973.

Notes  to  Financial 
Statements 


1.  Status  of  the  Corporation 

The  Insurance  Corporation  of  British  Col- 
umbia (ICBC)  is  incorporated  as  a crown  cor- 
poration under  the  Insurance  Corporation  of 
British  Columbia  Act,  S.B.C.  1973  (1st  Ses- 
sion), Chapter  44,  assented  to  April  18,  1973. 
By  subsequent  approval  of  the  Lieutenant  — 
Governor  in  Council,  and  in  accordance  with 
the  Act,  ICBC  has  the  power  and  capacity  to 
act  as  an  insurer  and  reinsurer  in  all  classes  of 
insurance  and  to  operate  and  administer  the 
plan  of  automobile  insurance  described  in  the 
Automobile  Insurance  Act  (AIA). 

The  Corporation  commenced  General  In- 
surance operations  on  October  1,  1973,  and 
the  automobile  insurance  plan  commenced 
operations  on  March  1,  1974. 

By  regulation  under  the  Automobile  Insur- 
ance Act,  S.B.C.  1973  (1st  Session),  Chapter  6, 
the  plan  of  automobile  insurance  is  to  be  ad- 
ministered as  a fund.  A statement  of  the  oper- 
ations of  the  fund  is  to  accompany  the  annual 
report  of  ICBC.  Any  surplus  in  the  fund  will 
not  be  taken  into  the  surplus  of  ICBC  but  will 


be  carried  forward  in  the  AIA  fund  to  the  sub- 
sequent year. 

2.  Significant  Accounting  Policies 

Basis  of  Reporting 

The  financial  statements  of  the  Corporation 
are  presented  on  the  basis  of  reporting  re- 
quirements prescribed  by  Section  18  of  the 
Insurance  Corporation  of  British  Columbia 
Act  which  differ  in  some  respects  from  gener- 
ally accepted  accounting  principles  commonly 
followed  by  business  enterprises  other  than 
insurance  companies.  The  principal  difference 
is  that  certain  expenditures  and  assets  (non- 
admitted  assets)  must  be  treated  as  operating 
expenses  in  the  period  in  which  the  expendi- 
ture was  incurred.  Under  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles  such  items  would  be 
capitalized  in  the  period  in  which  the  expen- 
diture was  incurred  and  amortized  or  charged 
against  income  in  subsequent  years.

Unearned  Premiums—  Unearned  premiums, 
are  determined  by  pro-rating  premiums  over 
the  terms  of  the  policies.  In  accordance  with 
the  Insurance  Act,  the  unearned  premium 
liability  is  80%  of  the  premiums  applicable  to 
the  unexpired  terms  of  the  policies  in  force.. 

Claims—  The  provision  for  unpaid  claims 
is  established  on  the  basis  of  reported  losses 
and  includes,  an  estimate  of  $35,000  for  losses 
incurred  but  not  reported. 


Depreciation—  No  depreciation  has  been 
charged  on  buildings  prior  to  occupation  or 
under  construction  by  the  Corporation.  Com- 
mencing March  1,  1974,  completed  buildings 
will  be  depreciated  on  a straight-line  basis 
over  20  years. 

Investments— The  Corporation  has  invested 
its  furfds  in  short-term  certificates  of  deposit 
and  notes.  The  investments  are  carried  at  cost, 
which  at  February  28,  1974  was  quivalent  to 
market  value. 
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3.  Commitments 


In  addition  to  the  $14,638,000  cost  of  fixed 
assets  included  in  the  Balance  Sheet,  an  esti- 
mated further  amount  of  $19,150,000  has  been 
committed  in  respect  of  the  building  and  land 
acquisition  program  for  claims  and  salvage 
centres  and  equipment.  The  Corporation  is 
also  committed  to  make  the  following  pay- 
ments on  properties  it  has  leased  for  periods 
of  more  than  one  year:

4.  Interim  Automobile  Plan 

In  order  to  guarantee  that  all  motorists 
could  acquire  automobile  insurance  upon  ex- 
piry of  policies  prior  to  March  1,  1974,  the 
Corporation  entered  into  an  agreement  with 
the  British  Columbia  Motorist  Insurance  Com- 
pany (BCMI).  The  Corporation  agreed  to  in- 
demnify BCMI  against  losses  and  additional 
expenses  incurred  to  provide  the  necessary 
insurance  coverage  and  to  pay  management 
and  service  fees. 


Provision  has  been  made  in  the  financial 
statements  of  the  Corporation  for  all  known 
and  anticipated  claims  under  the  Interim 
Automobile  Plan.  The  Corporation  has  guar- 
anteed the  agreement  by  providing  BCMI  with 
a letter  of  credit  to  a maximum  of  $1,000,000 
which  expires  November  1,  1974. 


5.  Automobile  Insurance  Act  Fund 

The  amount  of  $15,134,000  reflected  in  the 
Balance  Sheet  as  recoverable  from  the  Auto- 
mobile Insurance  Act  Fund  as  required  by 
B.C.  Reg.  131/74  represents  expenditures  ap- 
portioned by  the  Corporation  to  the  Fund  in 
accordance  with  Section  5 of  the  Automobile 
Insurance  Act.  The  amount  shown  on  the  Bal- 
ance Sheet  of  $128,167,000  is  due  to  the  Auto- 
mobile Insurance  Act  Fund  and  represents  the 
unallocated  receipts  received  in  respect  of 
automobile  insurance,  motor  vehicle  licences 
and  sales  tax.  It  is  not  possible  to  allocate  the 
gross  cash  received  until  processing  of  docu- 
ments is  completed.  In  the  meantime  pay- 
ments on  account  have  been  made  on  an  esti- 
mated basis.

).  SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES 

Pursuant  to  an  agreement  effective  April  2,  1973  the  corporation  purchased 
from  Crown  Zel lerbach  Canada  Limited  all  of  that  company's  real  and  personal 
property  located  at  Ocean  Falls,  British  Columbia  for  $1,000,000.  The  total 
purchase  price  was  allocated  to  land  and  houses  held  for  resale. 

Inventories  of  finished  goods  are  valued  at  the  lower  of  cost  or  net  real- 
izable value.  Inventories  of  work  in  progress,  raw  materials,  supplies  and 
logs  are  valued  at  the  lower  of  cost  or  replacement  cost.

Note  1 — Assessments  and  prior  years’  adjustments 

Since  1970  the  method  of  assessing  requires  quarterly  remittances  by  employers  having 
annual  assessments  of  $100  or  more  and  annual  remittances  by  employers  having  annual 
assessments  of  less  than  $100. 

As  the  fourth  quarter  remittances  and  the  annual  remittances  are  receivable  early  in  the 
next  year,  assessment  income  for  the  current  year  is  calculated  by  reference  to  an  actuarial 
estimate  of  assessable  payrolls. 

Adjustments  to  this  actuarial  estimate  are  made  in  the  following  year  and  are  shown 
separately  in  the  Condensed  Statement  of  Fund  Transactions. 

Note  2 — Expenditures  to  be  recovered  from  future  assessments 

Major  expenditures  in  1973  are  being  amortized  over  a period  of  years  consistent  with 
the  accounting  practice  adopted  in  1970.  These  expenditures  include  new  construction,  major 
alterations,  and  related  furnishings.  Expenditures  are  not  subject  to  amortization  until  the 
related  facility  is  first  put  into  operation. 

The  unamortized  balance,  shown  on  the  Statement  of  Assets  and  Liabilities  as  “Expendi-
